Apples are larger 
and more uniform. Fruit colors more 
evenly because the tops of the trees 
do not shade lower-growing fruit. 


3. Easier care. Dwarf trees are 
easy to spray and coverage is more 
complete. "We get the most worm 
damage in the tops of old trees where 
the sprayers can’t reach,” Byers says, 


4, Cut picking labor. ‘We'll have 
to have smaller trees or harvesting 
machinery,”’ Byers believes. ‘It’s hard 
to hire workers to pick fruit from 
high ladders. We have to cut every- 
thing that grows beyond reach of a 
man on a 20 ft. ladder, That includes 
some of the best wood on the tree. 
Ill settle for a tree that grows 12 to 
15 ft. high and yields 500 bu. per 
acre.” 


Byers is excited about the possi- 
bilities of dwarfs, but he feels they 
need more testing on a commercial 
scale. That’s why he is planting on a 
filler basis. Dwarfs are placed in 
rows between standard trees of the 
Same variety, This gives him 20 ft. 
spacing in a 40 ft. row rather than 
the regular 40 ft. by 40 ft. spacing,
